Ag- 
ricullurlsts more than any other class 
of people will appreciate it,,for It .will 
extend the signal service to lliousands 
of thorn who at present 
cannot be 


reached In time lo he benefited by the 
meteorological observations. It Is a 
little printing press on which forecasts 
can be produced al the rate of 1,0011 
per minute, and Is only the 
second 


machine of Its kind In use, the other 
being al Columbus. O.. where Ihe In- 
ventor -lives 
and takes 
observations 


regularly for the . United States gov- 
ernment. The lirst machine proved so 
successful 
thai Ihe Went her Bureau 


olllclals In "Washington decided to try 
one al Ihe Boston station where there 
Is every opportunity for 
giving it a.

nilnules they can. point more forecasts 
on this machine 
than Ihey -can In a
